Gov. Ilill is not content with seizin£ tlic 


state convention and nominating the ticket, 
or even with making a combination of the 
Prohibition and W hisky parties which he be­ 
lieves invincible. 
lie must go one step far 
ther and wring out the very dregs of humili 
ation into the cup of ex President Cleveland 
Mr. Cleveland is not in politics now, aud is 
trusting to the record of his administration 
for a “ vindication” in 1892. 
Among the 
636,000 Democrats who cast tiieir votes for 
him last fall he has yet many staunch friends 
who, whatever hopes they may have of his 
political resurrection three years hence, do 
not wish to see him degraded and insulted 
They insist that the first nnm in twenty five 
years to lead the party to a national victory 
is entitled to at least respectful treatment from 
that party. 


But the Governor has determined other 
wise. 
lie fancies that he sees in Mr. 
Cleve 
land the most formidable obstacle to his own 
Presidential aspirations, and has planned to 
remove him out of the way by a very sum 
marv process. 
He will to day capture the 


party machine, the state committee. 
In last 
year’s committee Mr. Cleveland’s strength 
was eighteen and Gov. H ill’s fourteen. 
To 
night, when the new committee is completed 
the ex-President’s strength will lie nine aDd 
the Governor’s twenty-five. 
This division 
w ill continue till 1891, as no convention is 
likely to be held next year, when there w ill 
be only a member of the Court of Appeals to 
elect. 
The Governor w ill thus retain Lis 
grip upon the party machine until the begin 
ning of the 
Presidential 
campaign, 
and 
make the renomination of Cleveland, as he 
sincerely believes, impossible. 
The Cleveland wing of the party w ill thus 
come out of to-day’s convention with nothing 
left them but their individual votes. 
They 
are not the men to fall upon their knees and 
lick the hand that smites them. They see their 
way plaioly to the political annihilation of 
the Governor. 
His fate is to be settled at the 
polls. If his state ticket is lost at the election, 
or if a Legislature two-thirds bigh-license aud 
ballot-reform is elected, Mr. Hill will cease 
to be of any political account to any party, 
not so late as the close of his gubernatorial 
term, but on the day that the ballots cast at 
the coming election are counted. 
Mr. H ill is 
solid with the whisky men and the political 
Prohibitionists.

Butter takes less from th e soil th an any­ 
th ing else produced on th e farm , 
ililk car­ 
ries from th e farm, wh en sold, th e nitrogen 
and tnmerel elements of its composition, but 
butter, being carbonaceous principally, does 
not contain th e fertilizing elements of th e 
soil. 
Following th e growth of plants, and 
th eir conversion into m ilk and butter, it may 
truly be said th at butter, th rough th e many 
agencies, is derived from th e air, as th e leaves 
of plants approxim ate th e carbonic acid of 
th e air us food, retaining th e carbon. 
It is an easy m atter to farm protitably on 
rich soil, ample capital, aud with all th e 
necessary appliances, but th e farm er wh o ex­ 
pects to succeed with but limited facilities 
will find it unprofitable to adh ere loo rigidly 
to customs of th e past. 
It is essential th at 
th e tanner advance carefully, but no farm er 
can expect to obtain th e full benefit of bis 
labor unless lie is willing to accept th e re­ 
sults of experiments, and to endeavor to im- 
p ove h is o,ipo tunities. 
Lettuce is su able every mouth in th e year. 
In th e winter and early spring th e prices are 
very h igh . 
By using cold frames it can 
Ire grown during th e w inter season, provided 
such frames are properly protected. 
By 
artificial h eat, and th e use ot' plenty ot w in­ 
dow glass th ere are m any kinds of vegetables 
th at can h e brough t into m arket long before 
th e regular season opens, and no expensive 
green-h ouses are necessary for h ardy plants. 
Cabbage plants intended for producing 
seed sh ould I e covered 
before 
freezing 
weath er. 
Place th e cabbage h ead [with th e 
greater portion of th e stalk cut off] ou th e 
surface of th e ground sligh tiy raised, and 
cover th e h ead well with earth to protect 
against frost. 
Eaily in th e spring remove 
th e covering, and with a sh arp knife make 
two cross cuts in th e h ead, and it w ill soon 
send up th e sh oots for producing seed. 
It is well to remind tuikey-raisers th at it is 
not th e large turkeys th at bring th e h igh est 
prices, but th ose of medium size and in good 
condition, 
Th e large turkeys will excel iu 
weigh t, h ut th e smaller, plum p, fat turkeys 
sell at h igh er rates per pound. 
Th e quality 
and condition are th e prim e factors. 
Begin 
feeding th e turkeys in th e barnyard, uud 
give th em all th e grain th ey will eat. 
F ruit growers in South ern New-Jersey are 
discussing th e feasibility of sending all fruit 
to th e markets of th e large cities to be sold at 
auction instead of on commission. 
Th ey 
claim th at by so doing th e fruit will bring 
th e h igh est prices, and th at each grower cun 
b.: present, wh en possible, in order to inform 
h imself legarding th e pricesobtem ed and th e 
couditionof bis fruit upon arrival. 
Th e am ount of h onev to expect from a 
h ive cannot h e estim ated by th e number of 
bees in th e colony, but upon th e advantages 
possessed by th e bees for working. 
D uring 
long spells of wet weath er th e bees can do no 
work, nor can th ey fill th e combs unless th ey 
h ave ample opportunity to work. 
Th ere 
must be bloom of some kind or th ere will 
be but little h oney. 
W h at is usually term ed ch icken ch olera is 
caused by th e fowls partakingof impure food 
or drink; generally th e former. 
A fowl th at 
dies from accident or oth er cause, and is 
th row n into th e weeds or bush es, is a sure 
forerunner of ch olera. 
Th e flock is sure to 
find th e remains, and, by picking and scratch ­ 
ing about it, become contam inated and de­ 
velop ch olera. 
Stockmen wh o h ave made observations in 
feeding swine are claim ing th at some of th e 
breeds h ave lost vigor by long continued feed­ 
ing of corn as an exclusive food. 
Corn is 
deficient in mineral m atter, especially of 
lime, and th e use of corn leads to degeneracy. 
Oniv by a varied diet can th e vigor be m ain­ 
tain. 
Injudicious feeding leads t 
> disease 
and loss. 
Th e Mirro r a n d Fa rmer 
calls attention to 
th e fact th at geese can do good work on any 
location overrun with weeds wh en th e weeds 
are young. 
Many kinds of young weeds arc 
preferred to grass by geese, and especially 
plantain and purslane. 
Geese go righ t down 
to th e roots for th e plants, aud effectually 
keep th em down if th e iloek is a large one, 
System in storage and a place for every­ 
th ing is as necessary in th e barns and stables 
as ip th e dwelling h ouse. 
Th e loss of time 
in h unting for an article is much more th an 
th e time spared to put it in a proper place. 
E veryth ing sh ould t>e wh ere it can h e found 
easily wlieu wanted, and every animal in th e 
stables sh ould h ave its appropriate stall. 
Blaster is an excellent material for gpiink 
ling over manure th at is being mixed with 
urine, in order to absorb th e ¡¡quids, and also 
serves admirably for deodorizing th e stalls to 
a certain extent. 
It is not caustic, like lime, 
and consequently does not cause sore feet, as 
is sometimes th e case wh en oth er deodorizers 
are used. 
T h e cost of producing ffO bush els of oats 
on one acre is more th an 50 per cent, less 
th an if llie 50 bush els were produced on two 
ac res. 
Th e cost of a pound of butler from a 
cow th at produces only 100 pounds a year is 
twice as great as |t would be if produced 
from a cow th at yields 2(B) pounds a year. 
It will pav to rake up th e leaves th at yrijl 
soon fall and store th em iu some pnnyenjent 
place for use as bedding during th e winter. 
Dry leaves make a warm bed, are easily

Butter takes less from the soil than any­ 
thing else produced on the farm. 
Milk car­ 
ries from the farm, when sold, the nitrogen 
and tninerel elements of its composition, but 
butter, being carbonaceous principally, does 
not contain the fertilizing elements of the 
soil. 
Following the growth of plants, and 
their conversion into milk and butter, it may 
truly be said that butter, through (he many 
agencies, is derived from the air, as the leaves 
of plants approximate the carbonic acid of 
the air us food, retaining the carbon. 
It is an easy mutter to farm profitably on 
rich soil, ample capital, aud with all the 
necessary appliances, but the farmer who ex­ 
pects to succeed with but limited facilities 
will find it unprofitable to adhere too rigidly 
to customs of the past. 
It is essential that 
the farmer advance carefully, but no farmer 
can expect to obtain the full benefit of his 
labor unless he is willing to accept the re­ 
sults of experiments, and to endeavor to itn- 
p ove his opto tunities. 
Lettuce is sa'able every mouth in the year. 
In the winter and early sirring the prices are 
very high. 
By using cold frames it can 
be grown during the winter season, provided 
such frames are properly protected. 
By 
artificial heat and the use of plenty ot w in­ 
dow glass there are many kinds of vegetables 
that can he brought into market long before 
the regular season opens, and no expensive 
green-houses are necessary for hardy plants. 
Cabbage plauts intended for producing 
seed should I e covered 
before 
freezing 
weather. 
Place the cabbage head [with the 
greater portion of the stalk cut off J ou the 
surface of the ground slighliy raised, and 
cover the head well with earth to protect 
against frost. 
Eaily in the spring remove 
the covering, and with a sharp knife make 
two cross cuts in the head, and it will soon 
send up the shoots for producing seed. 
It is well to remind turkey-raisers that it is 
not the large turkeys that bring the highest 
prices, but those of medium size and in good 
condition. 
The large turkeys will excel iu 
weight, hut the smaller, plump, fat turkeys 
sell at higher rates per pound. 
The quality 
and condition are the prime factors. 
Begin 
feeding the turkeys iu the barnyard, and 
give them all the grain they will eat. 
Fruit growers in Southern Ncw-Jerscy are 
discussing the feasibility of sending all fruit 
lo the markets of the large cities to be sold at 
auction instead of on commission. 
They 
claim that by so doing the fruit will bring 
the highest prices, and that each grower can 
b.: present, when possible, in order to inform 
himself tegarding the juicesobu>!ned and the 
couditionof bis fruit upon arrival. 
The amount of lionev to expect from a 
hive cannot be estimated by the number of 
bees in the colony, but upon "the advantages 
possessed by the bees for working. 
During 
long spells of wet weather the bees can do no 
work, nor can they fill the combs unless they 
have ample opportunity to work. 
There 
must be bloom of some kind or there will 
be but little honey. 
What is usually termed chicken cholera is 
caused by the fowls partaking of impure food 
or drink; generally the former. 
A fowl that 
dies from accident or other cause, and 
thrown into the weeds or hushes, is a sure 
forerunner of cholera. 
The flock is sure to 
find the remains, and, by picking and scratch­ 
ing about it, become contaminated and de­ 
velop cholera. 
Stockmen who have made observations in 
feeding swine are claiming that some of the 
breeds have lost vigor by long continued feed 
ing of corn as an exclusive food. 
Corn is 
deficient in mineral matter, especially of 
lime, and the use of corn leads to degeneracy. 
Onlv by a varied diet can the vigor be main 
tain. 
Injudicious feeding leads t » disease 
and loss. 
The Mirror and Farmer calls attention to 
the fact that geese can do good work on any 
location overrun with weeds when the weeds 
are young. 
Many kinds of young weeds arc 
preferred to grass by geese, and especially 
plantain and purslane. 
Geese go riirlit down 
io the roots for the plants, aud effectually 
keep them down if the flock is a large one, 
System in storage and a place for every­ 
thing is as necessary in the barns and stables 
as ijj the dwelling bouse. 
The loss of time 
in bunting for an article is much more than 
the time spared lo put it in a proper place 
Everything should be lyljere it can be found 
easily w hen wanted, aud every animal in the 
stables should have its appropriate stall. 
Plaster is an excellent material for smlnk 
ling over manure that is being mixed with 
urine, in order to absorb the liquids, and also 
serves admirably (for deodorizing the stalls to 
a certain extent. 
It is not caustic, like lime, 
and consequently does not cause sore feet, as 
is sometimes the' case when other deodorizers 
are used.

The Referee finds that there is due the 
plaintiff from the defendant the sum of 
$1 ,993.25, and directs judgment for that 
amount with costs.
